Brightens Dreary Bay Area 
Media Landscape

Despite its booming economy 
and population, the Bay Area is hem- 
orrhaging media outlets either 
through outright closure or severe 
staff cuts. The San Francisco Bay 
Guardian, Oakland Tribune, East Bay 
Express, Vallejo-Times Herald and 
even SF Weekly itself are among out- 
lets simply unable to tell the stories 
they once did. 

But this is not a story about 
another local newspaper lost to 
lack of investment. This is the 
story of the new print publica- 
tion-that-could in a post-internet 
ad apocalypse. 

Amid the dreary local media 
landscape, The San Franciscan 
valiantly printed its first issue in 
July 2019, sold out, and put out its 
second issue in mid-February. The 
New Yorker-style magazine came 
from two women, Erica Messner 
and Amanda Legge, who devote 
their free time and personal funds 
to the passion project in between 
full-time jobs. 

“Some people have dogs and 
some people have hobbies and 
some people have a magazine,” 
Messner says. “Something amazing 
about San Francisco is that people 
just make the things they want to 
see in the world.” 

Messner, a research and policy 
analyst at Stanford University, 
and Legge, a San Francisco native 
who works at Nubank, are self-de- 
scribed fans of the New Yorker. But 
the esteemed magazine rejected 
a San Francisco tech compa- 
ny-themed cartoon of Legge’s and 
got the pair thinking about the un- 
tapped potential of a San Francisco 
version. 

The two approached their net- 
works of writers and artists to 
compile the first glossy issue with 
an independent, tongue-in-cheek 
voice. What eventually followed is 
a literary love letter to San Francis-

co, one that elevates Baghdad-by- 
the-Bay with locally-inspired po- 
etry, nonfiction, political profiles, 
and its own crossword puzzle that’s 
both impossible and mentally nec- 
essary to walk away from. 

“We have complete respect 
and admiration for the New York- 
er,’ says Messner. “We think San 
Francisco is worth celebrating and 
critiquing and engaging within its 
own right.” 

The Winter 2020 issue is lit- 
tered with illustrations of Muni-re- 
lated tweets and Bay Area scenery 
in between the resilience of Hyde 
Street Studios (“Listening Through 
the Walls”) and revisiting the Zo- 
diac Killer upon the murders’ 50th 
anniversary (“Inkblots, Riddles, 
and Rabbit Holes”) among other 
pieces. Bridging one medium to the 
other is a curated Spotify playlist 
code that enhances a profile of 
silenced female singers around the 


world belting out in San Francisco 
(“Forbidden Voices”). 

A notable change for the second 
issue rests in the logo, altered from 
the same Art Deco sans serif style 
New Yorker logo after a “surprising- 
ly congenial” talk with the latter’s 
legal team, Messner says. She was 
even gifted a one-year New Yorker 
subscription after the exchange. 

Reddit also noticed their first 
issue, prompting it to sell out. 
Without divulging the number of 
copies, Messner says they made 
their investment back and more 
than doubled production for the 
Winter 2020 issue due to demand. 

Legge and Messner plan to 
print two issues a year to retain 
the quality and grow under their 
small operation. They can be found 
in San Francisco bookstores like 
Green Apple Books and Russian 
Hill Bookstore as well as Pegasus 
Books in the East Bay, among oth-

ers. They’re also planning a release 
party for March 7 at General As- 
sembly and a panel on March 12 at 
Shack15, with details to be posted 
later on their website. 

The San Franciscan joins the 
crop of local media new kids on 
the block, like investigative non- 
profits San Francisco Public Press 
and San Jose Spotlight, as well 
as Berkeleyside’s expansion. But 
Messner says the goal is to create 
an approachable literary magazine 
for everyone, more in line with The 
Bold Italic, and to bring print back 
to millennials. 

“We're obviously very small at 
this state, so it’s about creating 
something we can be proud of and 
does San Francisco justice,’ Mess- 
ner says. There’s appetite for it.” 
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Pedestrian Struck 
on Lombard Latest 
to Face Life- 
Threatening Injuries

A 40-year-old pedestrian is in critical 
condition after a driver struck him on Saturday in 
the Marina, police said Tuesday. 

The driver struck the 40-year-old man at 
Lombard and Steiner streets, a block from 
Fillmore Street and near the Fort Mason 
Center, around 8:30 p.m. Saturday. The driv- 
er remained at the scene and the pedestrian 
was sent to the hospital with life-threatening 
injuries. Police closed down the area for an 
extended time. 

Police did not have an update on the pedes- 
trian’s condition as of Tuesday afternoon. 

He joins at least four other pedestrians hit 
in the same week. 

On Feb. 12 around 4:20 p.m., the driver of a 
burgundy Toyota Pruis struck two pedestrians 
on Mission and 23rd streets. They continued to 
drive onto the sidewalk and struck a Muni bus, 
including another pedestrian exiting the bus. 
The 62-year-old driver, suspected of impair- 
ment, and passenger fled but later returned. 
The driver was detained, according to police. 

All three pedestrians — a 49-year-old man, 
a 33-year-old man, and a 69-year-old woman 
— were transported to the hospital, two for 
life-threatening injuries. The bus driver was 
evaluated for injuries and released at the scene. 

Three days earlier, the morning of Feb. 9, a 
57-year-old driver struck a man in his 20s at 
19th Avenue and Junipero Serra Boulevard. 
The pedestrian was taken to the hospital with 
life-threatening injuries. 

Walk SF, a traffic safety advocacy group, 
drew attention to the intersection that com- 
bines two streets in the city’s high-injury corri- 
dor network. 

“The intersection where he was hit is notori- 
ously dangerous with fast-moving traffic,” said 
Walk SF Executive Director Jodie Medeiros in 
a statement last week. “It’s right in the mid- 
dle of where a 65 MPH highway transitions 
into a neighborhood street with thousands of 
students attending San Francisco State Uni- 
versity. 

The city adopted a Vision Zero goal in 2014 
to bring the number of traffic-related fatalities 
and injuries down to zero within a decade. In 
2019, there were an estimated 29 traffic-relat- 
ed fatalities. Since 2006, there have not been 
fewer than 20 traffic-related deaths in a year. 

The Department of Public Health confirmed 
one Vision Zero fatality in 2020: Motorcyclist 
DeCarlis Wilson died on Jan. 26 at Mission and 
14th streets. Three other traffic fatalities are 
pending investigation. 
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A Weed Smoker's 
Pairing Guide to 
Noise Pop 2020 


For nearly 30 years, the fine 
folks at Noise Pop have treated San Fran- 
cisco to an annual celebration of indie 
music, art, and film each winter. Featur- 
ing eclectic lineups actually worthy of the 
adjective, Noise Pop lineups have consis- 
tently brought together the best from all 
corners of the music world, be it pop dar- 
ling Carly Rae Jepsen, jazz saxophonist 
Kamasi Washington, or living legends 
like Yoko Ono. 

What unites them all, of course, 
are the Bay Area crowds who will flock 
to venues throughout the city (and 
beyond) from Feb. 24 to March 1 this 
year to celebrate all that is weird, 
wonderful, and vibrant in the realms 
of music and beyond. Along the way, 
cannabis has almost certainly served 
as an unofficial sponsor to many of 
Noise Pop’s most memorable mo- 
ments. Given the festival’s host city, 
it’s safe to assume that marijuana and 
music have much shared history in the 


annals of Noise Pop — albeit mostly in 
the shadows. 

However, in the wake of adult-use 
sales hitting San Francisco in 2018, 
cannabis happy hours at approved con- 
sumption sites and events sponsored 
by weed companies (but featuring no 
weed) have been woven into the fabric 
of local festivals. That said, we’ve still 
yet to reach the point where one can 
legally buy and consume cannabis at 
a concert venue. Though it’s tempting 
to imagine what the official cannabis 
menu might look like at a Best Coast 
show, for instance, that glorious day 
won't arrive unless state rules prohib- 
iting the sales of alcohol and cannabis 
under one roof change. 

In hopes of bridging the gap, here 
are a few cannabis pairing suggestions 
for four of the most anticipated shows 
happening at Noise Pop this year. 


Helado Negro 
Wednesday, Feb. 26, 7 
p.m. Great American 
Music Hall 
Cannabis Pairing: Aca- 
pulco Gold 

With Helado Negro, 
musician Roberto Car- 
los Lange taps into his 
Ecuadorean heritage, 
South Florida roots, and 
current life in Brooklyn

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to create experimental works of elec- 
tronic pop that emphasize his proud 
Latin identity and never fail to bring 
the heat. If you want to bring a party 
that honors the artist famous for drop- 
ping “Young, Latin & Proud” in 2015, 
grab some Acapulco Gold. Originating 
in Mexico, this strain is the most well- 
known variety of cannabis to hail from 
south of the border. In terms of ex- 
perience, the strain “has been likened 
to dinner at a five-star restaurant” 
according to the experts over at Leafly, 
so treat yourself to a memorable night 
of booming bass and beautiful bud. 


Benjamin Gibbard (Death Cab for 
Cutie) 
Friday, Feb. 28, 7:30 p.m. August Hall 
Cannabis Pairing: Jack Herer 

Over the course of his career, Death 
Cab for Cutie frontman Ben Gibbard 
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has worked with a ton of incredible 
musicians. Although Gibbard himself 
is not known for his love of the leaf, 
his frequent collaborator Jenny Lewis 
(The Postal Service) has a close family 
tie with iconic cannabis activist Jack 
Herer. When Gibbard arrives in San 
Francisco for this special solo show, 

it thus feels fitting to set the mood 
with some of Herer’s namesake strain: 
a sativa-dominant hybrid known for 
promoting feelings of bliss and joy. 
Given the Death Cab discography can 
get a little mopey, a joint of Jack Herer 
should strike the perfect counterbal- 
ance to a night of pensive feels. 


Raphael Saadiq 
Friday, Feb. 28, 7 p.m. Fox Theater, 
Oakland 
Cannabis Pairing: Girl Scout Cookies 
Before Raphael Saadiq was an 
in-demand producer and solo 
artist, he was making everyone 
take notice as a member of the 
multi-platinum group Tony! Toni! 
Toné! To properly honor the Oak- 
land native, it’s only fitting we 
turn to a strain that’s native to 
the Bay Area: Girl Scout Cookies. 
An indica-dominant hybrid, this 
sweet-smelling cross between 
OG Kush and Durban Poison is 
beloved both for its flavor and 
the cerebral high it provides. Also 


known as GSC or Cookies (copyright 
law can be a real bitch), this strain is 
definitely a solid way to honor a local 
R&B legend regardless of what you 
call it. 


Best Coast 
Saturday, Feb. 29, 8 p.m. Regency 
Ballroom 
Cannabis Pairing: Rockstar 

Best Coast’s Bethany Cosentino 
has made no secret of her love for 
cannabis, telling Rolling Stone in 2012 
that she “used to smoke weed all day” 
in efforts to treat her anxiety. While 
she may not be keeping up that pace 
anymore, the fiery surf-rock Cosentino 
and her bandmate Bobb Bruno create 
would be a welcome addition to any 
self-respecting stoner’s jukebox. One 
way to ensure you're grooving at the 
appropriate speed is to smoke some 
Rockstar. This strain — a cross been 
Rockbud and Sensi Star — is a “potent 
indica-dominant hybrid that delivers 
strong effects without debilitating 
sedation” (Leafly), making it a great 
choice for getting cosmic (but not cata- 
tonic) with Best Coast. 
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Skateboard- 
friendly 
zones in SF

This week’s question comes from An- 
thony T. in Bernal Heights, who asks: 


- ‘lama skateboarder, not a 
criminal! I use my skateboard asa 
way of getting around because Uber 
is expensive, because busses are slow 
and I live on a hill. It’s fun and good 
for the environment, right? I was 
skateboarding down the sidewalk on 
my way down Market to meet a 
friend to board a bit in Justin Her- 
man Plaza. Some guard at one of the 
office buildings said I couldn't board 
on the sidewalk or in the plaza. I told 
him it was a free country and he 
should mind his own business. He 
said he was going to call the cops and 
we Saw a cruiser coming up so we 
split. Can I get busted for skate- 
boarding?” 


A: Anthony, I have unfortunately

learned about skateboarding law 
through the misfortune of my cli- 
ents. We have represented dozens of 
skateboarders who have been hit by 
cars, trucks, motorcycles and bicy- 
cles. Because skateboards have no 
lights they are especially vulnerable 
(and illegal) when ridden at night. 
Personal injuries on skateboards are 
often very severe, with head injuries 
and broken upper extremity (arms, 
legs, shoulders) being the most com- 
mon injuries we see. 


San Francisco has its own trans- 
portation Code provision governing 
skateboarding within The City. 
Under San Francisco Transporta- 
tion Code Section 7.2.13, “Non-Mo- 
torized User Propelled Vehicles 
(NUV),” it is prohibited to ride a 
skateboard upon any sidewalk in 
any “business district” within the 
City. It is also unlawful to ride a 
skateboard on the city streets with- 
in any “business district.” The SF- 
GOV website describes the down- 
town Financial District as follows: 
The area is bounded roughly by 
Market Street to the south, the San 
Francisco Bay to the east, China- 
town and Taylor Street to the west, 
and Bush Street (between Taylor 
and Kearny) and Washington Street 
(between Kearny and the Bay) to 
the north. There is no reference to 
other “business districts” on the 
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SFGOV website, but I believe that 
the term might be broadly inter- 
preted to cover commercial streets 
like Union, Clement, Valencia and 
other areas with high commercial 
density. This is a matter open to 
interpretation and potentially legal 
determination, but the sidewalk 
along Market Street to Justin Her- 
man Plaza is very likely to be con- 
sidered within a “business district.” 


There are several other locations 
where skateboarding is prohibit- 
ed by state and municipal laws. 
California law prohibits the riding 
of a skateboard inside any transit 
facility such as Muni Underground, 
Bart, CalTrain, etc. stations. San 
Francisco Municipal Codes fur- 
ther prohibit skateboarding in: 
any Park or Plaza within the city 
except where expressly permitted 
(Administrative Code Chapter 94); 
Yerba Buena Gardens and the new 
Transbay Rooftop Deck (Park Code 
Article 11); South Beach Park, Rin- 
con Park, or any Port park located 
within the Mission Bay North or 
Mission Bay South Redevelopment 
Plan Areas (Port Code Article 7); 
the Japanese Tea Garden, the Arbo- 
retum and Conservatory Valley ar- 
eas of Golden Gate Park (Park Code 
Article 3). Pursuant to these regu- 
lations, skateboarding is prohibited 
in Justin Herman Plaza, where you 


were planning to “board.” 


Skateboarding in restricted ar- 
eas may be punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $250 and by community 
service for a total time not to ex- 
ceed 48 hours over a period not to 
exceed 30 days, during a time other 
than during the violator’s hours of 
school attendance or employment. 


You are legally allowed to ride 
a skateboard outside of these pro- 
scribed areas, so long as you do not 
ride on the sidewalk between the 
following time periods: % hour af- 


ter sunset to % hour before sunrise. 


When riding a skateboard during 
daylight hours, you must ride in 
the same direction as traffic and 
you must yield to pedestrians or bi- 
cyclists approaching from any side- 
walk within a marked or unmarked 
crosswalk. Transportation Code 
Section 7.2.13(b)(3) also requires 
skateboarders to yield “to any bicy- 
clist or motor vehicle approaching 
on the street.” Therefore, if you 

are riding in an area permitted for 
bicyclists, motor vehicles or pedes- 
trians, the law requires you to yield 
to them. 


While skateboarding you are 
always prohibited from wearing 
earplugs, headphones or headsets, 
and you cannot carry any object 


that impairs your vision in any di- 
rection. Pursuant to California Ve- 
hicle Code Section 21212, children 
under the age of 16 must wear a 
helmet when skateboarding or face 
a $25.00 fine for non-compliance. 


Despite all of these restrictions, 
a skateboarder injured by the 
fault of another is not without re- 
course. California personal injury 
laws hold drivers responsible for 
harms caused by their negligent 
acts. However violation of any 
skateboarding regulations may be 
considered comparative fault in a 
legal proceeding, thereby reducing 
any amount you may be entitled to 
recover by your percentage of fault.

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Noise Pop Music Festival's 2020 Lineup 


Might Be Strongest to Date 


Highlights include Raphael Saadig, Best Coast and a slew of local acts.

The Noise Pop Music and Arts 
Festival isn’t the only multi-day indie 
music festival featuring an array of differ- 
ent venues — Hopscotch in North Caro- 
lina and Treefort in Boise also come to 
mind — but few others in the country 
can match this San Francisco event for its 
fearless lineups and commitment to a di- 
verse, rewarding set of acts. 

This year’s slate of artists might 
be the best gathering in the festival’s 
nearly three-decades of existence. 
From Grammy Award-winning titans 
to up-and-coming local artists, there 
is truly something for everyone in this 
weeklong event, which kicks off on 
Monday. 


Sudan Archives 

The creative vehicle of Brittney De- 
nise Parks, Sudan Archives peddles in 
moody, atmospheric R&B — the kind 
of sensuous, moving tunes that make 
true believers out of the ASMR theory 
(Google it). Oh yeah, expect to hear 
plenty of violin. While everyone's first 
grade instrument might not be the first 
thing that pops into the mind when

you think “love-making music,” Parks 
is a classically-trained violinist, and 
the orchestral elements of her songs 
give Sudan Archives a unique and eerie 
sense of depth. Inspired by traditional 
Sudanese tunes, the Cincinnati na- 
tive has managed to meld them with 
contemporary electronica and soul, 
creating a truly placeless vibe. This is 
the kind of music that would feel at 
home in any corner of the globe. Fans 
will be treated to a double dose of Su- 
dan Archives at Noise Pop, with Parks 
set to perform in Oakland and San 
Francisco during the opening two days 
of the fest.

Jenny Lee & TT 

Can we all take a moment to reflect 
upon the greatness that is Warpaint? 
The Los Angeles rock quartet somehow 
makes Doors-influenced music feel 
cool and there might not be a better, 
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spookier-sounding debut this century 
than their 2010 self-titled LP. With 
the group taking a break at the mo- 
ment from live shows, bassist Jenny 
Lee Lindberg and guitarist Theresa 
Wayman are teaming up for a special 
gig at Noise Pop. If the duo’s music is 
anything like Warpaint, expect plenty 
of ’80s goth tunes in the vein of Tears 
for Fears, Siouxsie and the Banshees, 
and Echo and the Bunnymen, plus 

a little of the Los Angeles-at-night 
feeling courtesy of Jim Morrison and 
company. It has been four years since 
Warpaint released an album, but this 
show at Bottom of the Hill should be 
a nice little antidote for fans suffering 
from withdrawals.

Pavement “The Slow Century” 
Screening 

Okay, this one is a bit of a cheat. The 
iconic Stockton indie rockers will not 
be performing at Noise Pop, but fans 
of the slacker legends will be treated 
to the next best thing — a screening 
of their 2002 documentary directed by 
Lance Bangs. Bangs will be in the house 
to answer questions about the film, as 
will Pavement’s own Bob Nastanovich, 
the group’s resident screamer, occa- 
sional percussionist, and all-around 
team mascot (he’s also a huge horse 
racing aficionado, weirdly enough). 
Along with archival interviews and 
candid footage of the band, Slow 
Century contains some of the most 
searing live footage of Pavement in ac- 
tion — a mouth-watering preview for 
anyone lucky enough to see the band 
at their two scheduled performances 
in Portugal and Spain later this year. 
Those shows will be the group’s first in 
a decade.

Pendant 

One of the great things about Noise 
Pop is the showcase it offers for local 
bands. The last round of artist an- 


nouncements always includes a slew 

of Bay Area musicians, which this year 
includes Oakland musician Christopher 
Adams, who records as Pendant. A vet- 
eran of the East Bay music scene, Ad- 
ams’ latest project has him exploring 
gorgeous dreampop sounds and lan- 
guorous shoegaze approaches, evoking 
luminaries like Slowdive and Autolux. 
Noise Pop will be a welcome opportuni- 
ty for Adams, who signed to prominent 
indie rock label Tiny Engines just as it 
imploded in a wake of controversy. Un- 
fortunately, that meant little exposure 
for Pendant’s exhilarating debut album, 
Through a Coil. Fortunately for fans of 
great music, there should be plenty of 
albums to buy up at his show.

Raphael Saadiq 

This Oakland native is an absolute leg- 
end. Whether constructing visionary 
neo-soul tunes as a founding member 
of 80s mainstays Tony! Toni! Tonél, 
pushing genre limits as a relentlessly 
creative solo artist, or mentoring 
cultural fulcrums like Beyonce and 
Kendrick Lamar as a producer, Saadiq 
has found success in all his stops. Em- 
bracing an amorphous, ever-changing 
sound, Saadiq’s solo work weaves 
between pious gospel tracks, doo-wop 
revivalism, minimalist soul, buoyant 
R&B, and searing blues tunes. His lat- 
est album, the brooding Jimmy Lee, was 
inspired by his late brother, who passed 
away from a heroin overdose. Released 
in 2019 after an eight-year absence be- 
tween albums, the grand scale of Jim- 
my Lee has reinforced Saadiq’s reputa- 
tion as an uncompromising innovator.

Resavoir 

Bursting forth from the creative well- 
spring of Chicago, this jazz combo is 
led by trumpeter Will Miller, a tour- 
ing member of the soft-rock group 
Whitney. Miller’s past work extends 





well beyond the bucolic folk tunes of 
Whitney, as he’s collaborated with an 
eclectic roster of musicians, including 
Lil Wayne (!) and the late Mac Miller. 
That range of influences is evident in 
the languid tunes Resavoir volleys in 
post-rock tracks a la Chicago prede- 
cessors Tortoise to hip-hop inflected 
recordings to classic jazz compositions. 
The movements between songs feel 
effortless, with Miller deftly handling 
a mood and ambience that evoke wel- 
coming feelings. With its amorphous 
characteristics and iconoclastic history, 
jazz music can be intimidating for nov- 
ices, but the sounds of Resavoir always 
make you feel like you belong.

Frances Quinlan 

Frances Quinlan has released 2020's 
first great album, Likewise. Quinlan’s 
solo debut is everything you want to 
see from someone going solo — it is 
inventive, risky, and distinct enough to 
draw distance between her own work 
and that of her group, Philadelphia 
indie heroes Hop Along. Likewise has 

a breezy, Sunday morning vibe, with 
warm synths, plinky keys, and gentle 
acoustic strumming setting the cozy 
scene (even a celestial-sounding harp 
makes a few appearances). All of those 
instruments, however, play a comple- 
mentary role to Quinlan’s unforgetta- 
ble voice, a soulful, imploring vehicle 
that brings a heaping of pathos to 
every song on the album.

Lily Kershaw Threw out Two Albums 





Lily Kershaw

Six years separated Lily Kershaw’s 
debut album, Midnight in the Garden, and 
the followup, last year’s Arcadia. That’s 
six years which saw the emotive, charm- 
ing singer/songwriter grow from 19 to 
25 years old — formative years in any- 
one’s life. 

But that gap only tells a fraction 
of the story, because the Los Angeles 
native actually recorded two other full- 
length albums in-between. One was 
fully discarded, while the other mor- 
phed into the EP Lost Angeles. It’s as- 
tonishing that a musician in her early 


20s would take the difficult decision to 
abandon a full album because it didn’t 
feel right, knowing the amount of 
work that goes into such an endeavor. 
“It didn’t come together in the most 
harmonious way for many different 
reasons, Kershaw tells SF Weekly. 
“Sometimes you can hear the process 
reflected in the music, and if the pro- 
cess wasn’t symbiotic you can hear 
that. The songs were good, even some 
of the production, but something was 
missing. It was scary because of all the 
time, energy, and money I put into it, 
but a relief because I didn’t feel like it 
would stand up to my standards.” 
How many artists would say “fuck

it” and release the album anyway? It 
speaks volumes about how seriously 
Kershaw takes her craft. This is per- 
sonal to her — she pours her heart and 
soul into her lyrics and melodies, every 
gorgeous, intricate little twist and 
turn, and she wants it to be right when 
she’s finished. Otherwise, what’s the 
point? The growth she’s experienced is 
tangible. 

“T got better at certain elements of 
production, I hear instrumentation 
differently now when I write,” she says. 
“When I was writing for Midnight in the 
Garden, I was so young. I didn't really 
know going in what I wanted every- 


thing to sound like... Ben Cooper, who 
produced it with me, he was so down 
to just dive into the deep end and 
bring his own energy to it.” 

That artistic appreciation is mu- 
tual, with Cooper impressed with the 
way Kershaw used her emotion as her 
compass. 

“She’s very in tune with how she 
wants her work to feel, above all else, 
and she filters everything through 
that,” he tells SF Weekly. “Working 
as a producer, I really appreciate that 
quality in an artist. It makes the pro- 
cess of developing a song so much 
simpler, because you don’t get lost in 
all of the ‘maybes.’ Once we developed 
a common language between us, all 
the decisions were made very quickly. 
We were able to finish the songs, write 
arrangements, then record and mix the 
entire album all in under three weeks. 
It was rare that she ever did more than 
a couple vocal takes on a song.” 

Singer/songwriters that blend 
elements of folk and pop are hardly 
uncommon, but Kershaw just seems a 
little more authentic than most others. 
The connection to her lyrics feels utter- 
ly honest, and the infectious melodies 
are there to smooth the path rather 
than as a cynical attempt to appeal to 
the masses. The frosting is sweet, but 
the filling is where the real satisfaction 
lies. 

After numerous stops and starts, 
Kershaw finally released Arcadia last 
year, and the album has been generally 
enjoyed by fans and critics. 

“T feel like [the response] was in- 
credibly positive,” she says. “I’m proud 
of the record.” 

Musicians always say that they’re 
proud of their new album — that’s a 
given. But we can fully trust Kershaw, 
safe in the knowledge that if she 
wasn't happy with it, she wouldn't 
have put it out. It is a wonderful piece 
of work — genuinely touching and 
cohesive. That flow is important to 
her, in this digital world that demands 
instant gratification. 

“T’m purely just looking for the 
songs that go together,” Kershaw says. 
“With Arcadia, I wanted these songs 
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Because They Weren't Good Enough 


to live together. So I look at it more in 
terms of what larger story I want to 
tell between songs.” 

Every online sensation and influ- 
encer has a different story, though if 
you ask them they all say “be yourself.” 
Kershaw has that down. Her person- 
ality and art are inextricably linked, 
something that she says is vital for her 
own health as the world continues to 
go to shit around us. 

“T read a really good book ... called 
Your Art Will Save Your Life by Beth 
Pickens,” Kershaw says. “She coaches 
artists and she put all of the things 
that she teaches artists in a book, in 
part because of the [2016] election. It’s 
so artists don’t lose hope and stop do- 
ing the thing that is so innate to them 
and also in their best interest. I know 
I’m the best version of myself when 
I’m writing songs. I’m a calmer person, 
a kinder person, kinder to myself and 
better for the world. Art is the kindest 
thing you can do for yourself and oth- 
ers so it’s important.” 

This year sees Kershaw make her 
Noise Pop debut, though she very 
much enjoys performing at festivals in 
general. 

“It’s amazing energy, she says. 
“People coming together to celebrate 
and enjoy music — that’s the greatest 
thing in the whole world in my opin- 
ion.” 

As for her set, she’s just hoping that 
she won't burst into tears. 

“The audience can cry — but hope- 
fully no crying for me,” she says. “My 
shows are very intimate and honest, 
and they become more and more so 
all the time... I usually tell personal 
stories.” 

Personal stories are, after all, what 
she’s built her career on.

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Imperial Teen Sang About LGBTQ Issues 


Before It Was Coo

Imperial Teen’s Roddy Bottum 
sees his band’s latest album as more than 
another artistic statement. 

According to the vocalist-guitarist, 
Now We Are Timeless is, in many ways, 
a musical bookend to the indie-pop 
group's debut disc, 1996’s Seasick. 

“The presentation of the first album 
was super poppy, shiny, and summery, 
but there was always darkness under- 
neath,” says Bottum, who appears with 
Imperial Teen for a Noise Pop Festival 
show at The Chapel on Saturday. “Cut 
to 25 years later, and we are putting 
out this new record when the world is 
in a super dark place politically with 
the current administration and global 
warming and we're forced to address 
the darkness while also owning our 
place in a world that is falling apart.” 

The album’s cover, featuring a polar 
icecap melting, is a sad reminder of the 
perils of climate change. The sealife 
pictured on Seasick’s sleeve, a happy 
dolphin splashing around, now appears 
as a stark contrast. But there is still a 
fortitude to be found in the remaining 
ice that resonates with the quartet 
that, 25 years into their careers, must 
fight to stay afloat. 

Guitarist-vocalists Roddy Bottum 
and Will Schwartz, bassist Jone Steb- 
bins, and drummer Lynn Truell have 
had a harder time coming together 
to produce their buoyant and hooky 
tracks. 

“That’s a real challenge for us,” says 
Bottum. “We live, perform, and write 
in a world where we're not really com- 
pensated for what we do with our art. 
None of us make enough money to let 
that be the only thing we do with our 
lives. So we all have careers, things we 
have to do just to survive along with 
Imperial Teen. We honestly just do it 
because we love it and love each other.” 

Outside of Imperial Teen, Bottum is 
currently in two other groups: Nastie 
Band, an eight-member performance 
art band; and Crickets, a “restrained 
punk electronic” trio with longtime 
friends JD Samson and Michael 
O’Neill. Bottum also occasionally tours 
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with his original band, Faith No More. 
He also scores films and puts on the- 
atrical presentations like the gothic 
fairy tale Sasquatch: The Opera and The 
Ride, about the AIDS LifeCycle Ride 
fundraiser. 

Making meeting up even more 
complicated is that the four members, 
who once all lived together in San 
Francisco, are now scattered across 
the country. Bottum lives in Brooklyn, 
Schwartz in L.A., Truell in Denver, and 
Stebbins in the East Bay. 

The separation anxiety members 
feel living and working apart enters 
into much of the material on the new 
album. “I Think That’s Everything,” 
“Parade,” “The Girl,” and “Don’t Wan- 
na Let You Go” all tackle the fleeting 
nature of relationships. Then there’s 
“How We Say Goodbye,” with one of 
the most poignant lines on the record: 
“T heard a song, I closed my ears/ I 
couldn’t stand the sound of lonely.” 

“The loneliness comes from the sep- 
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aration from each other,” says Bottum. 
“Each of us on our own can’t stand ... 
not being with each other doing what 
we do.” 

When Imperial Teen first formed in 
San Francisco in the mid-1990s, Bot- 
tum, a founding member of alternative 
rock band Faith No More, found more 
than a new group to write, record, and 
play shows with. He encountered three 
kindred spirits who would become life- 
long friends. 

Bottum had had creative differences 
with his former bandmates and had 
struggled to overcome heroin addic- 
tion, the loss of his father, the death of 
Kurt Cobain, and wanted to explore an 
entirely different genre of music. Truell 
and Stebbins, who between them had 
long histories playing in punk bands 
like The Wrecks and The Dicks, were 
game. 

“We had all sort of been there and 
done that, so we forced this naivete on 
ourselves of starting over and trying

something new with a clean slate,” 
Bottum says. 

While their new sound was “sim- 
ple, catchy, and innocent,” according 
to Bottum, their lyrics betrayed the 
weightier issues that trailed them, in- 
cluding “death, drugs, and overdoses,” 
as well as the complexities of romantic 
relationships and sexual identity in 
early songs like “Butch” and “Imperial 
Teen.” Bottum was already out as gay 
and Schwartz has since disclosed that 
he, too, is gay. 

By singing about LGBTQ issues at 
a time when it was still taboo to do so, 
Imperial Teen became part of a small 
number of artists to openly address 
their queerness in their music. In so 
doing, they paved the way for future 
queer-identified bands like Scissor 
Sisters, Deerhunter, and Hercules and 
Love Affair. 

“It was a super tricky time,” Bottum 
says. At that point, coming out as gay 
in that world and putting music out 


there in that industry, was really awk- 
ward. But it felt very important at the 
time for a gay voice to be heard in that 
sort of realm.” 

JD Samson, best known as a mem- 
ber of the electro-feminist bands Le 
Tigre and MEN and who currently 
plays with Bottum in Crickets, is just 
one of many young queers who took 
inspiration from Imperial Teen’s sexual 
frankness in their early years. 

“Imperial Teen was always one of 
those supergroups to me,” Samson tells 
SF Weekly. “Will [Schwartz] and I have 
toured together a bunch, so I always 
looked at that band as a seminal indie 
queer older sibling, of sorts. The band 
came to me ina time when | was lis- 
tening to so much indie rock, but none 
of it was queer in the way Imperial 
Teen was queer — unassuming, kind 
of joyful, fun, cute, loving, and deeply 
sincere. It was something I saw a lot of 
in myself, but was afraid to show.” 

The irony of a band that experi- 
enced its most commercial success in 
the late 1990s and early 2000s (when 
their song “Yoo Hoo” was making 
waves after being added to the Jaw- 
breaker soundtrack) titling their sixth 
record Now We Are Timeless is not lost 
on Bottum. 

“The record title refers to the mag- 
nitude and permanence of what you re- 
lease as an artist, in that recording and 
finishing a record and putting songs 
out into the world,” Bottum says. “But 
there’s also the contradiction and irony 
of it’s all fleeting these days. Yeah, it’s 
out there and it’s not going to change. 
But, really, people forget about it in 
five minutes and there’s a sadness to 
that, which ties into global warming 
and where the physical world is at this 
point.”

Things, and Coming up Short

There’s something religious about 
advice columns. From AITA (Am I the 
asshole?) Reddit threads to outdated Ya- 
hoo! Answers to Dan Savage’s weekly sex 
guidance, it seems that everyone is look- 
ing for a little salvation. In Tiny Beautiful 
Things, a play adapted by Nia Vardalos 
from Cheryl Strayed’s self-help book of 
the same name, an anonymous advice 
columnist (Susi Damilano) pens letters 
to her readers online. Some address their 
hopes and fears to a figure dubbed 
“Sugar,” seeking direction; one man just 
sends Sugar “WHAT THE FUCK? WHAT 
THE FUCK? WHAT THE FUCK?’ repeat- 
edly; others clamor at her for a hint of 
her real identity. 

“Not knowing my name allows you 
to have a more pure vision of me,” 
Sugar says, referring to a vision that 
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isn’t defined by appearances. I suppose 
that’s part of the process of creating a 
God figure — purity. Not necessarily 
in the do-only-good sense; Sugar ad- 
mits admits to her flaws with pride, 
knowing that her rough patches help 
make her who she is. It’s a process that 
combines imagination and idolization 
to make something to believe in. 

Maybe that’s the allure of anony- 
mous Internet advice columns, and 
why some people skeptical about the 
illusion are so fixated on their fissures, 
while others are happy not knowing 
anything about the person they’ve 
chosen to spill all their deepest feelings 
to: Identity can be baggage. Maybe 
that’s why so many people feel at liber- 
ty to give out potentially life-changing 
advice under anonymous personas — 
why people willingly submit to Judge- 
ment Day on Reddit. 

But we’re all human, and as afore- 
mentioned, we’re all flawed — includ- 
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ing Sugar. That means her advice isn’t 
always perfect. In one letter, a trans 
man tells Sugar that his family initially 
rejected him and his identity. He left 
home, building a life of his own miles 
away. Years later, they wrote him an 
email admitting their mistake, and 
asking for forgiveness. He asks Sugar 
what to do: Should he go on with his 
new life as if nothing happened? Or 
should he forgive them in favor of rec- 
onciliation? 

Sugar recommends forgiveness, but 
in giving this well-intentioned advice, 
equates two very different situations: 
his family rejecting him for being trans 
and him rejecting his family because 
of this past trauma. Somehow she 
implies that not forgiving his formerly 
transphobic family is the same thing as 
being transphobic. (It’s not.) 

It’s a crack in Sugar’s perfectly im- 
perfect persona that the characters on 
stage don't realize. They rarely push 
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back. The caution is in understanding 
that Sugar’s advice column is not abso- 
lute moral truth, an important aware- 
ness when Tiny Beautiful Things doesn’t 
give much room for anything else. The 
play is structured around four actors: 
Sugar and three nameless characters 
who switch through different personas 
as they recite each new letter. Sugar 
responds to them, but they’re not 
allowed to reply, as is the nature of an 
advice column. Instead, each of Sugar’s 
letters are presented like grandiose 
truths — like Sugar carries the omni- 
scient power to dole them out. 

She doesn’t, and it’s even unclear 
how much power she has to carry this 
play. Tiny Beautiful Things has been 
marketed as a real tearjerker — the 
San Francisco Playhouse keeps tissues 
right outside of the theater for this 
reason. But because it’s structured like 
an advice column from a person who 
seems assured and confident in all her

guidance, there’s no real narrative arc 
or character growth. Just letters after 
letters after letters — a great thing 

if you're ready to fall down an advice 
column rabbit hole, but less so if you’re 
looking for a real story.

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Lede Us Back 
into Temptation

Chef, podcaster, and cookbook 
author Cal Peternell worked under Alice 
Waters at Chez Panisse for more than 
two decades. Considering the prodigious 
kitchen talent that that restaurant has 
distributed across the Bay Area and the 
wider world since the early 1970s, a 22- 
year stint there feels like it might leave a 
talented cook almost bursting with unre- 
alized ideas of their own. So now that Pe- 
ternell is flying free with his own project, 
Old Oakland’s The Lede, he ought to 
have a home for dishes that never 
wormed their way into the world. 
Granted, it’s not as though Peternell 
was starved for outlets for creative ex- 
pression. But The Lede is so ordinary, 
and with such a miniscule menu, that it’s 
hard to figure out even when you see how 
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small the kitchen is. The 19th-centu- 
ry building that once housed Pacific 
Coast Brewing until a couple of years 
ago is just too large for it. 

The interior and the patio are so- 
ciable, almost cafe-like spaces where 
you could find yourself playing board 
games with friends (or nerding out 
with a book at a bar, as Peternell 
says he’s wont to do) and the art is 
great. But you want more than what’s 
here: a handful of salads and entrees, 
although the plate of Belgian endive 
with Meyer lemon, chervil, dill, creme 
fraiche, and steelhead roe is beautiful, 
snappy, and plentiful. 

You want more than a list of five $12 
cocktails that includes a margarita, a 
Negroni, a Manhattan, a choose-your- 
spirit highball, and — the only one with 
any imagination — a take on a mojito 
with hibiscus and moscato. (It’s called the 
“Peligrosos!” Needless to say, try it.) 

The cauliflower fritters are a fine bar 
snack, the sardines in their tin with pick- 
les and toast are too, but the duck ciccioli 
(a kind of paté) is too sweet for the mar- 
malade on top to balance it. A mustard 
seed salsa with the Sonoma County duck 
leg confit guarantees adventure on what’s 
otherwise a commonplace dish, but the 
surest bet is the satisfying torchio pasta 


with Monterey Bay squid, capers, tomato, 


and rosemary. 
Happy hour on a warm day is what

this place is built for, and not just be- 
cause $4 bars are getting very hard to 
come by at other places. But happy hour 
is just that: a 60-minute window from 
five to six. Sheesh! I held off on writing 
about Peternell’s five-month-old project 
because it seemed like a fuller menu was 
bound to come out sooner or later. In- 
stead, The Lede buried itself.

Blue Desert 

Meanwhile, Blue Sunshine is a schlocky 
horror film about LSD that makes you 

go ona murder spree, but Blue Desert, 
the latest incarnation of chefs Andrew 
Greene and Duncan Kwitkor’s pop-up 
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Abstract Table, is clearly on something. 
Every Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, 
GastroPig in Uptown Oakland once again 
lays the bacon dependency aside and 
these cerebral visual-culinary artists take 
over. 

The menu's title refers to the sea, al- 
though whether its aquatic aridity means 
the ocean’s barren surface or the result of 
human over-fishing is for you to decide. 
It’s seafood, most of it Japanese and 
much of it clever verging on ingenious, 
although a dish or two feels like cool 
ingredients situated on a plate without 
much regard for how they might harmo- 
nize. A spiny lobster salad conceals itself 
amid jicama and bursts of candied Fresno 
chili so that it almost looks as though 
you ve been deprived, while the seafood 
“cappuccino” is like scallop-whitefish 
chowder that’s been pureed to a foam 
with a subtle heat. 

Not even pickled mandarin and a fen- 
nel gelee can hide the fact that branzino 
is too fatty to savor as a crudo, and you 
chew it wondering if they tried a ceviche 
first and found that didn’t work, but the 
following course — a mackerel served 
whole, the way branzino often is — feels 
like a riff on another unused idea. Maybe 
that’s reading too much into it, but it’s 
hard not to feel like Blue Desert is en- 
couraging exactly that just as previous 
Abstract Tables like “Blizzard” and “Fine 
Dining on Paper” did, although never in 
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a self-serious way. In any event, the ver- 
tically presented mackerel, anchored in 
sea-urchin creme and negi (green onion) 
rice with a bit of yuzu marmalade, is the 
best individual item. 

Ono atop noodles as crispy as La Choy 
is another dare, like a collision of nigiri 
and molecular gastronomy, that you will 
probably enjoy in direct proportion to 
your desire to be challenged again and 
again. That they’re serving sharp and 
even offbeat wines like a Gaintza Tza- 
kolina from the Basque Country means 
there’s not really a safe harbor for people 
who need one. 

The prices have nudged up to five 
courses for $70 and seven for $90, which 
still represents a genuine bargain in 
comparison to its peers. So why no brick- 
and-mortar for Abstract Table, which 
has done several menus over more than 
a year? There’s going to be, Greene says, 
but he can’t talk too much about it yet 
other than that it will be in a high-traffic 
area of Oakland. His and Kwitkor’s vision 
is so singular that penciling it out ina 
large, full-time space might require some 
dilution, but if anyone is up to a challenge 
it’s them.

Wat Mongkolratanaram feels 
like a Bay Area secret, but it definitely 
isn’t anymore. 

The decades-old Berkeley Buddhist 
temple has been serving up Sunday 
brunch in its backyard for years. The 
last mention we could find of it on SF 
Weekly’s website dates back to 2003, 
when former restaurant critic Mere- 
dith Brody raved about the Thai cui- 
sine. “There you exchange money for 
tokens ($1 each), and then, in a system

exchange the tokens for fabulous fresh 
Thai dishes,” Brody wrote, noting “de- 
icious little grilled patties of coconut 
milk” as a highlight of the brunch. 

Not much has changed since 2003, 
though Wat Mongkolratanaram has 
gone through its own challenge to keep 
the weekly brunch spot open. In 2009, 
the temple’s neighbors argued that 
Wat Mongkolratanaram was breaking 
the law with its brunch sales, citing 
traffic and crowds as negative impacts 
to the community. Thankfully, the 
temple garnered support from 2,700 
petition signers, UC Berkeley students, 
and the Asian Law Caucus, the Berke- 
ley Daily Planet reported. The Zoning 
Adjustments Board voted eight to one 
to keep the temple’s weekly brunches 
alive. 

At least in retrospect, the decision 
isn’t surprising at all. When I went to 
Wat Mongkolratanaram last Sunday, 
it was thriving. The token ordering 
system mentioned above remains in 
place: Pay for your tokens, and then 
stand in line for the individual dishes 
you want. There were long lines that 
moved decently quickly — my party 
and I probably waited 20 minutes on 
average per stall. I'd definitely recom- 
mend you bring friends, and then split 
up to minimize the wait time. Send 
one person to its token exchange spot. 
It’s cash only, and one dollar gets you 
one token. They'll hand you a dixie cup 
filled with green and red plastic coins, 
and if you have any extra at the end 
of the lunch, you can bring it »?Pp22

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back to the token exchange stall to get 
your cash back. 

There are plenty of options for 
you to choose from — hence why you 
should come in a group and share. The 
stalls at the front sell various curries, 
with vegetarian available. Seven tokens 
(seven dollars) gets you one curry 
entree with a side of rice; eight tokens 
gets you two; nine gets you three. We 
tried the beef panang curry, a red 
curry and coconut milk combination 
that’s not spicy but extremely tasty 
with its drier, thin beef slices. We also 
added the pad thai and eggplant ba- 
sil to our three-entree combo: The pad 
thai is a little bit on the sweeter side, 
and the eggplant basil stir-fried with 
tofu and basil for a simpler dish that 
focuses mostly on its main ingredients 
rather than its seasoning. 

The highly recommended beef 
noodle soup (8 tokens/dollars) gets 
a stall of its own. Good broth should 
never be underestimated. You get to 
pick your noodle width (thin, medium, 
wide). Individual portions are heated 
in hot water, then served on top of a 
base of bean sprouts. Preserved cab- 
bage, celery pieces, beef slices, and 


meatballs are placed on top before the 
whole thing gets two giant scoops of 
beef broth from a massive metal pot. 
A tin of beef bones, some hollowed out 
of their marrow, sits next to the whole 
operation as testament to the incredi- 
bly delicious, rich, fragrant soup. 

Remember the “delicious little 
grilled patties of coconut milk” we 
mentioned earlier? They’re called 
kanom krok, and they’re vegan and 
gluten free. Eight tokens will get you 
a whole tray of these small, almost- 
bite-size-but-not-quite, treats. The 
kanom krok either comes with green 
onions or black sesame seeds in their 
center, making for either a lovely, 
savory snack or a sweeter dessert. 
(Amazing what change one ingredient 
can make!) Either way, they have the 
same melting, somewhat gelatinous 
center, warm and fresh out of a hot egg 
waffle-esque iron. Other sweet options 
include taro fritters (8 tokens), thai 
tea (2 tokens), and mango sticky rice 
(6 tokens) that’s flooded with a sweet 
coconut milk mixture and a healthy 
helping of cut mango. 

Sure, you can probably get really 
delicious Thai food elsewhere if Berke-

ley is a bit of a trip for you. In San 
Francisco, you might not be able to get 
it as cheap though, and you might not 
be able to enjoy it in an environment 
as lively and bright as Wat Mong- 
kolratanaram’s backyard. Part of the 
appeal is getting a seat in the long rows 
of plastic picnic tables in the bright 
sunshine, where you can chatter loud- 
ly, casually, as if everyone is partaking 
in a giant collective picnic. It’s one of 
those shared experiences that glow 
with good food and literal sun, every 
Sunday from 10 a.m.to1p.m. Ona 
good weather day, you'll see people sit- 
ting on the grass while they enjoy their 
food, with yellow wildflowers blooming 
at fence’s edges.

The Avengers 


By Brett Callwood 


There’s always going to be a thirst 
for first-wave punk — for the stories as 
well as the music, and the feeling of local 
pride that goes along with learning ev- 
erything we can about the originators of 
the local scene. In the Bay Area, that of 
course means the Dead Kennedys, Flip- 
per, the Nuns, the Mutants, and (among 
many others) the Avengers. 

The initial lifespan of the Avengers 
really was a “blink and you missed it” 
deal. Danny Furious and Greg Ingra- 
ham convinced Penelope Houston to 
join their band in ’77, they recorded 
the We Are the One EP, infamously 
opened for the Sex Pistols on the 
English band’s final show here at Win- 
terland, and then, by’79, they were 
gone. Split. 

A self-titled EP was released a few 
months after they went kaput, anda 
self-titled album, usually referred to as 
The Pink Album, was released in ’83 (ba- 
sically a collection of the studio record- 


ings). But as a touring unit, they were 
done until 1999, when a compilation 
album on Lookout! Records called Died 
for Your Sins led to a few celebratory 
reunion gigs. 

It wasn’t until 2004 that they really 
got going again. Interest in the band 
had grown, as young punks continued 
to trace the lineage back (as young 
punks are wont to do). The Avengers 
were assembled again — Houston and 
Ingraham the two mainstays — and 
they’ve been performing sporadically 
ever since. 

“The messages of the songs are sad- 
ly still relevant in this time,” Houston 
tells SF Weekly. “They stand up and 
those messages still need to be out 
there. And I just get a great feeling 
performing those songs, every time | 
do it — it doesn’t matter what decade 
it’s in.” 

Godammit, she’s right as well. The 
themes that she was singing of in the 
"70s are at least as relevant today un- 
der the current administration, if not 
more so. For example, from “We Are 
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the One”: “We are not Jesus (Christ) 
fuck you/ We are not fascists (pigs) 
fuck you/ We are not capitalists (In- 
dustrialists)/ We are not communists, 
We are the one.” 

The Avengers tapped into the frus- 
trations of the time gloriously enough 
that, like the Dead Kennedys, the 
music is timeless and that’s invaluable. 
Little wonder, then, that they keep be- 
ing rediscovered. 

“We just went on tour with Stiff Lit- 
tle Fingers in November and Decem- 
ber. That was a 30-date tour, and we 
played a whole lot of places we’d never 
actually played before — the South, 
parts of Texas, a lot of in between cit- 
ies that we'd never hit before,” Hous- 
ton says. “And that was really fun and 
interesting because there were a lot 
of people who came up and said that 
they'd been waiting forever to hear us 
and never thought we'd come to their 
little town.” 

The material, as little of it as there 
is, is incendiary and anthemic, blessed 


with Houston’s forthright, expressive 
vocals. It makes sense that, between 
stints in the Avengers, she had a re- 
spectable spell as an acoustic, folkie 
singer/songwriter. Her voice has that 
authority. But she’s always looking 
back at the old school San Fran punk 
scene and the camaraderie that went 
with it. 

“One of the great things is when 

you see somebody who was actually 
there back then,” she says. “Who re- 
members what the world was like be- 
fore the internet and everything, when 
you had to find out about shows by 
looking on poles for posters or calling 
your friends up on an old fashioned 
telephone. When I see those people, I 
feel a camaraderie with them certainly, 
because there’s an understanding. 
Yes, we lived through that, it actually 
happened. It’s not just a bunch of old 
black and white photos — it actually 
happened to us.” 

Any punk fans that haven’t seen the 
Avengers yet really should get to the 
Great American Hall this week, where 
they'll be opening for Long Beach hor- 
ror-punks TSOL. Houston is psyched, 
because it’s one of her favorite venues 
in the city. 

The set, Houston says, will feature 
all the hits. The Avengers have yet to 
make the leap back into the studio — 
for now they’re happy pulling out the 
old tunes. 

“We did work up a song on tour 
that we didn’t do previous to this tour, 
that’s called ‘No Martyr’ and it’s really 
fun but it is on The Pink Album,” she 
says. “We haven't played it for decades. 
Another thing will be, we’ll have a spe- 
cial lineup of Hector [Penalosa] from 
the Zeros on bass and Daryl Bach from 
the Afflicted on drums. That’s the line- 
up we toured with Stiff Little Fingers 
with but it’s not our usual lineup.” 

Need more Houston? She’s been 
working on a special collection with 
the San Francisco Public Library, in the 
San Francisco History Center — an 
archive of local punk artifacts. By hook 
or by crook, she’s going to keep the old 
school alive. Find out more about that 
at facebook.com/sfpunkarchive.
